The sliaft runs through rock which had to be 
blaited the entire distance; it has born thoroughly 
timbered tlirounhout and is secure and commodious. 

At 100 ft. from tlie surface a cross-drive fi It. by :ti 
ft. ill the clear was run. At a distance of S3 ft. from 
the xluift it cut into a body of iptartz, on whlcli u 
level w as run 20 ft. Tho ouartz extracted was found 
to be niiicli broken and mixed with bedrock, doubt- 
less caused by the movement of tho countrj" rock 
which has apparently broken and dislntegmtcd the 
\ ein at that level. 

A 5<4tarop quartz mill luis been purchased and 
erected, the cost ol whteh was greatly enhanced by 
the unavoidable expense and iTiniculty attached to 
moving hea\-y machinery for a distance of 30 miles 
through a roiigli country wli -re no roads or trails ex- 
isted. 

Forty tons ot quart;', were worked in the ndll pro- 
tlueing lOS ounces of bullii»n, \i liich sold for:^1250 07. 

Ooou and substantial bulM'ngs Ii.'lvc been erected 
over ail the works. 

The directors are of oplnloi; llmt it Is lulvlsalde to 
sink the sli;ift at least -iOO K. dcuper before running 
any i-ross-drifts. To acc- uplisli tids it will he neces- 
sary to place steam powi o;i the mine; tliey there- 
fore recouunend that the londH of the Company bo 
first devoted to that purpose and that arrangenionts 
be made for the purchase of engine ami pumps of the 
re<iuisite capacity and to place them on the ground 
nitli an little delay as possible. 

The impro\ enients made by the Dominion Govern- 
ment in tile Cottonwood Canon will enable boats 
capable of l urryinKniachincry to reach a point within 
uiiles of the nunc; a road thence to the mine could 
be constructe<i, wliieh would enable machinery to be 
placed on thej^round at a reasonable cost.

" CircumstancL's over, which we 
_ hadjiO control," (as they say in the 
"Polite Letter Writer ) prevented 
us noticing at an earlier dtito the com- 
munication of Dr. ToLMiE in clef(!iice 
of tlib superintendent of education, 
which appeared in our esleonied city 
conteraporary on Monday last. The 
doctcr's letter contained a statement 
respecting the school committee of the 
local House which, had it been true, 
(instead of being, as we shall ])roscntIy 
. show, untrue) must have had a dam- 
aging effect upon tlio opposition that 
has grown up in consequence of the 
- oppressive acts of the superintendent 
and his mistatemcnts before tl)o commit- 
tee and. in his two annual reports. Dr. 
ToLMiE in his communication charges 
that the committee had suppressed or 
omiLted from tlie otliLial copy of llie 
evidence of i\lr. Mauvi.v (a moinher of 
the late board of education) a portion 
that told heavily in Mr. McKexzie's 
favor. We can imagine no statement, 
capable of proof, that would have IkuI 
a more damaging etlect on the superin- 
tendent's opposers than thin, and wo 

• -accordingly instituted inquiries to 
.. ascertain its value. As the result of 

those inquiries we find that Mr. jMaii- 
iTIs's evidence has been produced by 
the" committee in the precise words that 
he gave it, that it was read over ami 
signed iiy liini, and that tlicrc lias been 
no omission or suppression, eitliei- 
verbal, clerical or typographical, since 
hissignature was attaclied. This we have 
from the ciiairman of the coinniittoe, 
whose stateini.'ut is verilitHl by Mr. 
Marvin himself! Dr. Tolmik has been 
in public life a Ion;,' time, and lias 
been distinguished fiu' the possession 

.'of the quality of "oiiutiouBnP3s"to an in- 
ordinate degr(M', and, although some- 
what given to cynicism, has not been 
credited, in late years, at least, with 
the utterance of rash statements. We 

•are at a loss, therefore, to conceive 
how he could bring himsuif to nnike 
an assertion of a character so serious that 
it was not only unsusceptible of proof, 
but could be refuted by living wit- 
.■.nesses close at hand. 

Ui)Ou ilie uncertain basis of a mis 
statement the Doctor reared his defence 
of the superintendent; and with the 
supports pulled away from that defence, 
with the foundation dissolved into thin 
air, the fabric must tumble. All the 

• logic or sophistry in which the doctor 
indulges as ho sweeps triumphantly (?) 
along through the best part of a column 
cannot . aid his protege, whom the 
doctor has hel|jed to a fall as aisastrous 

' as that of poor Humpty Dumpty 
"whom all the king's horses and all th^- 
king's men could not put together 
again." It will be I'emenibcred that in 
his two annual reports the su])Priiitiui- 
dent of education arraigned the late 
hoard of education for what he was 
pleased to call favori.i im in granting 
certiticates to teachers. Dr. Tolmii; 
was a member of that board, and took 
a proiwinent part in conducting the e.K- 
amination of teachers. Now, no charge 
that could have been preferrerl against 
the board could have been more oft'eu- 
sive, and we are not surprised that 
Dr. ToLUiE in bis comcuuuication takes 
pains to explain the mode in which 
the examinations were carried on 
with the object of showing that 
there could have been no favoritism, 
thus challenging and discrediting tlie 
accusation of the suijerintentleut 
whose cause he has championed. As 
to wheth(!r Mr. McKeszib is entitled 
to any special credit for declining to 
take the position of high school teacher, 
or for fuilinf,' to aj^ply for an increase 
•f salary we are not now prepared t(j say. 
.That he neither accepted nor applied is 
probably due less to patriotism than to 
another motive, for he did not wait to 
be asked twice when proti'ered the 
position of superintendent; but it is the 
first time we have seen the statement in 
print that it is a disgraceful act for 
a public school teacher to apply for an 
increase of salary — "Pap," as the doc- 
tor terms it. But are school ' teachers 
the only public serv ints who have 
asked for an incrcasr] lias tlu! doctor 
nin-er known a clerk in a departniciit, 
backed by an intlueiilial relitive, ask 
for more "pa[)" anu get it f Is there 
not among the dusty archives at the 
government buildings an apnlicution 
from a member of a former House to 
be appointed to an important public 
position with a large sai.iry attached '/ 
Who will veiiturn to suv that Llien? was 
anything,' ilisi;r.tceful iu ihat apjilica 
lion ! Will iJr. 1,\)I..MIF. I The dociur 
proceeds lo claiiu ti at Mr. McKiiNZiK 
"has sought to impiovo the d«|iartiiicnt 
•over which may he long preside." We 
would reiiiiiid the a'lologist that in live 
distinct instiuicrs Mr. JMcKknzik's 
eviiloiu^o liabbei'U called in question, by 
public advenisenriil, by those wlioiu 
it ali'ccted, and tlial neither the sup'M- 
intendeat nor his apologist has made 
the faintest etlbrt to explain away the 
accusation that the former has borne 
false witness against his neighbor. We 
would inform the iloctor that a com- 
mi'.tee of the House — a majority of 
whom was composed of government 
supporters, and one a minister — lias 
unanimously coudemn^.d Mr. Mc- 
KeNZIE and recoiiimended his prompt 
dismissal as the only means to save the 
department from destruction. 

Wo are amongst those who believe 
that these rceom mendatious should bt 
carried out to tho letter. A due re- 
gard for the wellbeiug of the institu- 
tion, deinuuds that the government obey 
the in'structions of their own commit- 
tee. Tho school department is de- 
moralized. No one has the least con- 
fidence in Mr. McKenzie, as examin- 
er or superintendent. Ui.sfi'iends have 
declared within the past few days that 



he will "fix" certain teachers at the 
examination;ho has framed a grossly in- 
sulting ruie which requires that the ladies 
and gentlemen who may come up for 
examination shall produce certificates 
that they are neither drunkards nor 
something worse; ho has been adver- 
tised as having given testimony that is 
untrue; and, finally, tho pitiful prop 
with which his fulsome apologist hoped 
to support him has been hauled away 
and he is left without a leg to stand on.

ViCT0RiA,-iMay 2'Jth, ISSO. 
To the Editou Of Tin: Colonist: — 
Sir, — I .SCO by advertisement in your 
issue of to-day that we are to have a 
very much improved service on the 
above route, and I am glad to seo the 
ownor.s of the existing line of steamers 
have so far responded to the popular 
demand, (so ably advocated by The 
Colonist), for a quicker and less cx- 
ponsive service. But, Mr. Editor, a 
large portion of tho sting will still ex- 
ist iu the fact that merchnndiso, live 
stock, itc, will continue to be trans 
shipped from one steamer to another, 
thereby not only entailing serious delay 
but very considorabh; expense. The 
only true solution to this difliculty is a 
through line of steamers between Vic- 
toria and Yale. Some say such a ser- 
vice is not practicable, but tho proof 
against such an assertion is the fact 
that it has lieen done in former years, 
lias been done by the Western Slope 
this season, and many of the oldest 
steamboat men in the Province say 
that for tho summer months it is 
thoroughly practicable. In proof of 
such the rate of insurance for goods on 
the Slojie is just the same as on tho 
Princess Louise and Wm.

In building Boston's big sewer it has 
been necessary to go 140 or 150 feet 
below low water level to reach the 
slate through which tl.o tunnel, seven 
feet in diameter and a mile and a half 
long, will convey the sewage under the 
water beyond the reach of tides. About 
1,000,000 has already been spent in 
constructing this sewer, and it is ox- 
l)ected that .$2,000,000 more will be 
required to complete it. 

The Chicago Tribune looks upon tho 
action of Great Britain in the Fortune 
Buy matter as peculiarly mean and 
niggardly, and as likely cfrectually to 
check any movement with regard to 
the repayment of the Alabama surplus 
or reciprocity with Canada.

Tho Alaska Fur Company will this 
summer extend a tele[)lione from the 
Village of St. Paul to Northeast Seal 
Rookery, fiifteen miles tlistant, and to 
Halfway Seal Rookery, live miles dis- 
tant, placing their direct speaking 
communication with tho natives and 
overseers during the killing season, 
and probably also for the purpose of 
keeping a closer watc'h u])on the pivat- 
ical vessels that [irey upon seals with- 
out the Government's permission. Tho 
natives have been told of the telephone 
but could not comprehend it. 

An interesting test was recently 
made in New York of an invention 
known as tho "v.'ater repellant." A 
milliner's dummy was dressed in silk 
and velvet garments, laces, new gloves, 
and s|)ring bonncit, all of which had 
betn subjected to tho action of the "re- 
pellant." Tho inventor than took a 
hose and directed a stream of water 
against the costume for quite a long 
jieriod. The water pourcl ofl' imm»- 
diatcly, and not a trace of moisture 
could be ascertained by taking any of 
the fabrics in the band a moment after- 
ward. The test was successfully ap- 
plied to a large number of articles 
which had been treated with the repel- 
lant. Should the invention be cheap, 
it will save enormous quantities of 
goods. TliC annual loss of clothing by 
wotting in the European armies is es- 
timated at £18,000,000. In New 
York 8100,000 was lost last year by 
the mildewing of gloves. All sudi 
I0S.SOS the inventor of the repellant pro- 
poses to prevent for tho future, besides 
the loss of life which results from wvt 
clothiii''.

— Kearney 
was liberated from the house of correc 
tiou this afternoon by order of the 
Supremo Court. This evening lie was 
escorted through the streets by "the 
workingnien'a military companies and 
a couple of thousand men and women. 
One hundred guns were fired on tho 
sand lots in rejoicing over tho event. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, May 26. — In the chamber of 
deputies to-day Clomenco (republican), 
member for tho department of tho 
Seine, interpellated the government on 
the action of the poHce in regard to 
the n'cent communistic demonstration. 
He reproached the cabinet witii being 
actuated by a desire to .satisfv the 
conservative journals. Constance, 
minister of the interior, said tho de- 
monstration was a glorification of the 
criminal acts which the govornmont 
could not tolerate. Clemcnce expressed 
di.s.satisfaction with the reply and the 
proposed order of tho day, regretting 
tho govornmont had not conlidonco in 
the good sonso of the people of Paris. 
Tho government moved the order of tho 
day, pure and simple, which was ado[it- 
ed'by a vote of 30'J to 31.

LoNDO.v, May 28. — Martin Sliiels .V- 
Co , merchants and rico-cloaners, Mark 
Lane, have failed for one hundred 
thousand pounds. 

GER.MANY. 
Berlin, May 1!S. — In the Lower 
House the Prussian diet to-duy discuss- 
ed the church bill. Herr Von Putt 
Kamnier, ininist r of ecclesiastical 
aflairs, said the Lom]n'omise with the 
church was only attainable little by 
little. The utmost that could bo 
arranged was a mo'/ua vireiuli, whereby 
llie church should devote itself to the 
cure of souls while the state maintained 
its authority. The clause relating to 
the call of the bishops must absolutely 
be ))nssed. The government oflered a 
bill to satisfy the need for peace felt by 
the Catholic subjects of the empire, 
Defalk, ex-minister ef ecclesiastical 
affairs, opposed tho bill. He said it 
would merely bo regarded by the Vati 
can as an act of weakness on the part 
of tho government. Herr Windhorst, 
of the centre, opposed the measure, 
and declared the church would not 
allow hfirsclf :o be brought under tho 
swav of the state.

A— severe 
hurricane passed over SuUiidd and En- 
field this p.m. In Suffield many barns 
and tobacco sheds wore blown down 
and many orchards and other trees up- 
rooted. In Tliompsoiiville and vicin- 
ity the tornado was very severe. 

BitACKETT, Tex., May 27.— At 1:30 
this morning the heaviest aud most de- 
structive rain storm ever known set in 
and it is still jiouring in torrents. All 
Brackett except portions on the hilLs 
is unindated. In Main street the wat(^r 
is from 5 to S feet deep and rushing 
down the street at an almost incredit- 
able rapidity. The floor of every busi- 
ness house is from 1 to 5 feet under 
water. Several men at the mercy of 
t\w waters wont down. All edorts to 
save them proved of no avail. Great 
anxiety is felt for the safety of families 
along liOs Mores Creek. More than 
20 ])eople were drowned. A dozen 
houses are washed away with more 
human freight. Many hou.ses are 
washed from their foundations. All 
residences in the lower jjart of the 
town are being vacated as fast as pos- 
sible and the greatest oxcitemont pre- 
vails. 

CANADA. 
Toronto, May 28th. — The boiler nt 
]\IcAuley »fc J arvis' saw mill in this 
city exploded today, completely wreck- 
ing the mill, scattering fragments for 
hundreds of yards around. Robert 
Dougall, fireman, was blown to 
atoms. John Crossdale, engineer, had 
his jaw, knee and several 
ribs fractured, besides receiv- 
ing internal injuries. He can- 
not survive. Jos, Heagg, S. Bull, A. 
Littlo and John Webb, cmploves, are 
severely injured, two mortally. Pat- 
rick Cullen, working in an adjoining 
mill, is severely injured.' Bitwell Bur- 
rager, visiting the mill at . tho same 
time, was severely injured. A number 
of minor casualties occurred. 

ENGLAND. 
Lo.vooN, May 28— The 15th June 



has beon fixed'for the date of the meet- 
ing of the supplornentaiy conference in 
Berlin. 

A meeting of Irish members finally 
approved of their proposed land bill, 
which contains a clause giving a tenant 
evicted for non-payment, the right to 
compensation, the amount of which he 
is in arrears to be deducted from such 
compensation. 

The fourth missing boat from the 
foundered Cape steamer Ocean has ar- 
rived at Madeira. 

TURKEY. 

Constantinople, ISIay 28 — Russia 
angrily demands the punishment of 
Col. Couiaroff's assassin and the settle- 
ment of outstiinding questions. 

Dr. Alfred Swaine Taylor, well 
known taxicologist and writer on me- 
dical juris])rudence, is dead. 



^larrylngr Bishops. 

Bi.shop Eraser — "Baby" Fraser, as 
housed to be called at the LTniversity 
and as ho continued to be called all 
through his life — is tho third Bishoii 
who has taken a wife within the past 
few years, and thus ox|iosed himself 
to all the second-hand satire of Sydney 
Smith : — "How can a Bishop marry 1 
How can he flirt? The most ho can 
say is, 'I will seo you in the vestry 
after service.' " The bishop of Exoter 
was the first to break the ice and to 
plunge into matrimony, and still more 
recently the Bishop of Lichfield has 
been married during the occupancy of 
his See. Hut these cases are very rare 
and when a few years ago one of the 
most distinguished bishops in East 
Anglia, eminent for his learning, made 
up his mind to take a wife be resigned 
his See and quietly retired to a cottage 
at Clapbani, where he spent the rest of 
his days with his books and his wife, 
and spent them apparently very jdeas- 
antly. Tho Episcopal Bench now num- 
bers only two bftch'^lors, the Bishop of 
Durham (Dr. Lightfoot) and tho Bish- 
op of Ely (Dr. Woodman) ; and I sus- 
pect that neither of them is a marrying 
man ; for when an old friend a few 
years ago told one of thorn th.i.t he 
ought to be married, lie asked, "Whyl" 
"Because," was the answer, "St. Paul 
says a Bishop should bo the husband 
of one wife." "Yes," was tho Bishop's 
retort, " the husband of one — only 
one." 

A Strango Juror. 

The other day, a summons eominand- 
ing Thatcher jMagoin to present him- 
self for service on the jury box, was 
returned to the New York commis- 
sioner of jurors with the information 
that it had been served on tho wrong 
party. "Alngoin," siiid tlie commis- 
sioner, "must come here and show cause 
why he should not be a juror." "Ho 
can't conio," was the reply:- "he's too 
busy. If he did come, he would make 
things hot for you. Besides, you would 
have to send a derrick and a truck to 
bring him ; ho turns tli<! scales at five 
thousand pouud.s. " The commissioner 
expressed his belief that the speaker 
had beon imbibing more than was good 
for him. "I'm telling you facts, i\lr. 
Commissioner," said the indignant man. 
"Thatcher Magoin is a steam-engine, 
located at the foot of Fletcher street. 
Years ago I was employed by a man 
named Thntclier jMagoiii. I named my 
engines on Pier 19, East River, after 
him. When the directory man came 
to the dock to get names, he saw the 
name on tho oiH'ine ; and thinking it 
represented the name of the boss (mas- 
ter), put Thatcher j\lagoiu down in the 
book." 



CuEAl' Livi.vu. — In these days of 
dire distress we call tiie attention of 
our readers to the following: — - Dr. 
Charles Mackay, in his "recollections," 
gives an interesting account of Colonel 
Fitzgibboii, an agent of the Canadian 
Goveriinient : "I'lie Colonel at this 
time was upwards of seventy years of 
age, and while in London was wholly 
dftpcndent upon remittances from Can- 
ada. On one occasion these remittan- 
ces anxiously expected, failed to arrive 
and be found himself alone in the 
mighty city, reduced to his last sover- 
eign. He resolved, if possible, to 
make that sovereign suffice for his sub- 
sistence until he could write to his 
Canadian friends to know the reason 
of the non arrival of his funds and re- 
ceive the answer, lie found that ho 
could live on sixpence a day — upon 
four pennyworth of bread, one penny- 
worth of milk, and one flennyworth of 
sugar. Hi; cut the lirnad into three 
equal jiortions, s])riiikled it with sugar, 
and made a kind of pudding of it by 
the aid of a cupful of boiling water. 
These served for breakfast, dinner and 
supper — the pennyworth of milk in ad- 
dition being reserved for the latest 
meal. He throve so well upon this 
frugal diet, and found his health and 
strength so greatly increased upon it 
that be continued it for many mouths 
long after the necessity for the experi- 
ment had disappeared — aud found 
when the delayed remittances arrived, 
in about a month afterward, there still 
remained five shillings of tho sovereign. 
At tlio time when Colonel" Fitzgibbon 
told his story he had perse ver in his 
temperate diet for two years, and had 
devoted all the money which be haa 
thus been enabled to save to tho sup- 
port or establishment of infant schools 
in various of the poorest distriftts of 
Lonuon."

THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL BEG 
to place before the Ratepayers the 
scheme of tlio Water Works Engineer for 
putting the City AVater Works in a com- 
plete condition. 

To carry out the work a loan of §70,000 
IH ncco3sary, and tlio following particulars 
place the matter as clearly as poHsiblo bo- 
tore the Ratepayers for their judgment 
theropu; Shonld the loan be cii'ected and 
^Ko^work carried out the increase in -water 
"Tents' rosiilting therefrom will bo about 
20 per cent. This increase within two 
years will bo ample to moot the amount 
annually required for iutorost and sinking 
fund of the loan. Tlio Water Works at 

■ present arc heavily indebted to the City 
for amounts taken from general revenue 
for reconstruction of the head works. 
This expenditure was necessary in order 
to continue the present supply of water 
and to prevent the entire destruction of 
the previously constructed works at Bea- 
ver Lake. The said o.xpcndituro has ab- 
sorbed nearly tho whole of the surplus re- 
venue of the City for the current year, 
and should it not bo repaid by means of 
a loan further works on streets will bo 
impossible without increased taxation. 
Thb loan of 870,000 is intended to carry 
out the scheme of tho Water Works En- 
gineer and to repay to tho general revenue 
fur public works tho amount already ex- 
pended at the dam and elsowhoro, which 
is nearly §15,000. 

Tho Ratepayers are referred to tho En- 
gineer's report published in The Colonist 
on March 28th and to tho following 

scheme.

OnNTLEMF.>',. — In ^compliance with tho 
resolutions requesting mo to draught a 
scheme for tho exton.si(in of main.s and a 
better supply of water for tho high levels 
of tho City, I have tho honor to report, 
that after taking into consideration tho 
probable largo increase of popidatiou, 
and to guard against the necessity of 
being compelled to enlarge the main con- 
duit pipe for many years, 

I would suggest that it will be necess- 
ary to adopt tlio principle of a high and 
low service reservoir as I Ihid tliat the 
high service reservoir to be ellective 
must be constructed at an elevation above 
the level of tlio water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain the delivery of tho 
greatest quantity of water in tho City and 
to ellectively supply tho higli levels I 
would suggest that the 11 inch main bo 
extended fr^m Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to tho neighborhood of 
tho Royal Hospital, as that would give 
an elevation of 135 feet abbve high water 
mark suiEciently high to supply all the 
thickly populated parts of the City. 

A reservoir built at tho point suggested 
would have tho following advantages: 
The level of tho water in tho reservoir 
would be 58 feet below the level 
of the water in Elk Lake, and 48 
feet will bo available for tho delivery 
of water from the above source which 
will give a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply suflicient for a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing '25 gallons 
per head per day and by di.schurging 37,- 
000 gallons por hour 10 feet above tho 
level of the water in Reservoir and by 
^' <»iising it to pass through a hydraulic on- 

■ 'giho it will develop sufficient power to 

raise 3,000 gallons por hour through a 
6 inch pipe into the high sorvico reser- 
voir which may bo built on tho high rock 
at the top of Fort street, at an elevation 
of 200 feet above higli water mark, or 8 
feet above the level of tho water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantity would bo sufli- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is intended that there will be 
no connection between the service pipes 
of high and low service rcsorvoira except 
in case of fire. As to size of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that tho low 
service reservoir bo built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, my, 140 feot squaje and 12 
fiet deep, and the high service one to 
hold 60,000 gallons, or, say, 30 feet square 
and 12 feet deep ; and while selecting tho 
best plan for the construction of said re- 
Bwvoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
- for domestic use they should be built so 
as to be able to contain the greatest quan- 
tity of water in the Binallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude the light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build the reservoirs by blasting out i 
fotit pf.the rock and using the rock pro- 
vided by that means for building the bal- 
ance of tho wall, which would bo 8 feet 
high, and that will make the reservoir 12 
feet duop, the roof to be supported by cast 
iron columns. Tho cost of carrying out 
and completing tho above scheme will not 
exceed 860,000, to which must bo added 
810,000 which will bo required to com- 
plete tho filter beds; but should you see 
fit to adopt tho proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plans and 
specifications for the same. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
aware that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at tho 
head of Fort street and that tliore is no- 
thing to do but to turn tho water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry tlio 
watfir to one common reservoir that would 
partially supply the high levels tho diffor- 
enco between the level of tho water in 
reservoir and level of water in Elk Lake 
is so small, beina; only 25 feot, tho difl'er- 
onco in the quantity of water delivered in 
the city by comparison would bo to one 
common reservoir at tho high level, but 
?vod suffickntlij hujhto be effective for all the 
buildings, and from a head of 25 feet the 
inain conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by the proposed scheme 
from a head of 48 feet tho main conduitp 
pipe will deliver 37,000 per hour, 3,000 o 
which will bo eflectivo for tho highes 
buildings on the hi^h levels, v. hilo the r 
would also bo a saving in pipe as well a 
a more ofiiactivo pressure on tho city mai n 
iniaMe;of fire. 1 am aware that- Gold 
Btrenhi has still B6mo advocates who 
believe that tho supply should have been 
obtained from that source; but without 
stopping to discuss that point I may say 
that, from whatever source tho supply is 
obtained, the proposed scheme is equally 
required by all.

To etwble the Corporation nf the. City of 
Victoria to raise the sum of (870,000) 
Seventy Thousand Dollars for the pur- 
jwes therein set forth. 

WHEREAS THE MUNICIPAL COUN- 
cil of tho CorpiH'ation of tho City of 
Victoria has resolved to raise tho sum of 
l^vonty Thousand Dollars to pay off cer-

tain debts due in respect of tlio Water 
Works of tho said City and to extend the 
said Water Works system into the suburbs 
of the said. City, .rv-i-.i;,! :, f-" ;' 

And wlibceiis it ,vriU requiro' tho sum of 
Six Tliousaind Three Hundred and Foi-ty 
Dollars to bo raised annually by special 
rate for tho payment of tho said debt and 
interest, as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas tho amount of the whole 
rateable property of tho said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to the 
last revised Assessment Roll being for the 
year 1879 was §2,655,820, irrespective of 
any future increaso of tho rateable pro- 
perty of the INIunicipality and of any in- 
come in tho nature of tolls, interest or 
dividends from tho work, and also irre- 
spective of any inconio from tho tempor- 
ary investments of tho sinking fund or 
of any part thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating a yearly sinking fund for paying 
tho said principal of §70,000 and interest 
as hereinafter mentioned, it will require 
an equal aunual special rate of one-fourth 
of ono per coit. on tho dollar. 

Be IT TUEREFOKK ENACTED by tlio Mayor 
and Council of tho<Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria: 

1. That it shall bo lawful for tho Mayor 
of the City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate, who may bo willing to advance 
tho .same upon tho credit of the deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned, a sum of 
money not exceeding in tho whole the 
sum of §70,000, and cause tho same to be 
paid into tho hands of tho Treasurer of 
the said Corporation for tho purpose and 
with tho object above recited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for the .said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to bo made for such sums of monoy as 
may be required not less than §100 each, 
and that the said debentures shall bo 
sealed with tho seal of the said Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria and bo signed 
by the said Mayor. 

3. That tho said debentures shall bo 
nu\de payable in twonty ilvc j'oars at the 
farthest from tho day heieinaftor men- 
tioned for this Bylaw to tako elfect at tho 
otlico of tho Treasurer of tho Corporation 
of tho said City of Victoria, and shall 
have attached to them coupons for tho 
payment of tho interest. 

4. That tho said dobenturos shall boar 
interest at and after tho rate of Seven por 
cojit. per annum from tho date thereof, 
which interest shall be payable half-yearly 
at the oflico of the Treasurer of tho Mu- 
nicipalit}'. 

5. That for the pur[)oso of forming a 
sinking fund for the p.aynient of tho said 
debentures and the interest at tho rate 
aforesaid to bcconio due thcroon, an equal 
special rato of ono-fourtii of one por cent, 
on tho dollar shall, in addition to all 
other rates, be raised, levied and collected 
in each year upon all rateable property in 
the said IMunicipality during the continu 
ance uf tho said debentures or any of 
them. 

0. Clause two of tho " A'ictoria Revo 
cue Bylaw, 1875," as amended by the 
" Water Works Debenture and Rovonuo 
Bylaw Amendment Bylaw, 1877," and 
further amended by •' Tho Bylaw to Au 
thorize the Raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," is hereby further amend- 
ed by striking out tho words " eight- 
tenths " and substituting the words " ole- 
von-twentieths. " 

7- It shall be lawful for the said I^Iuni- 
cipal Council from time to time to pur- 
chase any of tho said debentures, and 
such debentures shall be so expressed as 
to entitle tho said Council to redeem and 
purchase the same on paying tho amount 
thereof and interest duo thereon to tho 
dato of such purchase to tho holders 
thereof, and all dobenturos so repurchas- 
ed shall bo fortliwith cancelled and de- 
stroyed, and no ro-issuc of debentures 
shall bo made in consequence of such re- 
purchase. 

8. That this Bylaw shall take effect and 
come into operation upon the 1st day of 
July, A. D. 1880. 

9. This Bylaw niay he cited for all pur- 
poses as " The Bylaw to Authorize tho 
Raising of Seventy Thousand Dollars, 
1880."
